job. And this business of

ting the job will throw a lot of 
light on a firem an’s life. We im ­ 
agine tha t getting a job on the 
fire fighting force is just lik e 
getting a job on the p rohibition 
forces. T hat is, there will he 
a 
sort of civil service ex am ination 
in which none of the questions 
ask ed will relate to the work or 
fitness of the man for the p ost. 
From having visited the 
fire 
dep artm ent at least once a day 
for a m onth or two, we 
have 
come to the conclusion tha t the 
city dads (as councilmen 
are 
sometimes effectionately called in 
other p laces outside of 
R ush­ 
ville), would follow this sort of 
outline in interrogating a p ros­ 
p ective fireman: 
Question No. 1 —Do y ou p lay 
euchre? If y ou do not, then y on 
will mak e a worthless fireman. If 
y ou do. y our p ay as firem an will 
dep end up on how good y ou are 
at the game. A certain num ber 
of lone hands p lay ed during the 
first six m onths entitles y ou to a 
$fi raise for the nex t six months. 
You m ust be able to meet 
all 
comers. 
Question No. 2—How 
m an'’ 
hours can y ou sit in a 
chair 
w ithout moving a muscle? 
(a) 
Inside the building nex t to 
a 
fire? (b) Outside during sp ring 
w eather? Unless y ou nan 
sit 
immobile for four hours at a 
stretch y ou will never mak e a 
good fireman. W eather is a great 
factor in this test. Rain or snow 
cuts down on the efficiency on 
outside sitting. 
Question No. 3—Can y ou drive 
a Ford? This mav seem an un ­ 
reasonable question considering 
the fact tha t none of the 
fire 
truck s are Ford machines. 
But 
who ever heard of a 
fireman 
driving any thing but a 
Ford. 
Your rep ly to this question will 
count for nothing no 
m atter 
how it is answered. 
Question No. 4—How is 
y our 
sleep ? By this, it is m eant, can 
vou sleep all night and then go 
back to bed during the morning 
or afternoon and get a max imum 
am ount of rest. The test here as 
to sleep during the day after a 
auiet night. Tossing or turning 
ever disqualifies the candidate 
for the p ost. 
Question No. 5 —Do y ou p lav 
check ers? This is not comp ul­ 
sory as check ers is considered a 
minor sp ort to euchre. Good eu­ 
chre p lay ers are ex emp ted from 
p articip ating in the 
check er 
games. Many firemen do 
not 
lik e check ers—it mak es 
them 
jump too much. 
These five are the big 
test 
questions to determ ine the effic­ 
iency of a p rosp ective fireman. 
An oral ex am ination is 
some­ 
times held to see if the p rosp ect 
can count high enough to 
get 
the ward num ber as they 
are 
blown from the w ater 
p lant.

It is necessary to 
have the new course of study 
available for distribution to In- 
diana high school teachers next 
August. 
Following the selection of text- 


books by the state Board of Text- 
book Commissioners, it has been 
necessary to revise the state 
course of study in order to em- 
phasize 
important phases of 


work contained in the new texts. 
This has been done, according to 
the law on text-book selection, in 
regular five year periods. With 
selection of new high school texts 
at a March meeting of 
the 


Board, revision of the present 
course of study was in order. Re- 
vision keeps the course of study 
hi line with the newest. educa- 
tional thought and allows use of 
new principles being continually 
discovered through the work of 
educational researchers through- 
out the nation. 
When revison of a course of 


study is in order, two practical 
plans may be utilized. Either an 
expert, or group of experts may 
be hired to write the course of 
study from start to finish, or peo- 
ple engaged in educational work 
may be called together to give 
;heir attention to the problem. 
Indiana has chosen the latter 
plan in an effort to make the 
aew course of study as practical 
and as representative of 
the 


views of those who must use it 
as possible. This is hi accord with 
the best educational practice of 
the nation, according to Roy P. 
Wisehart, state Supf rintendent. <

about it and some may tnuiK 
we know it all. The preponder- 
ance of the evidence will prob- 
ably be in favor of the 
first 


group. 


Of course, if we were going 


to step into a fireman's shoes, 
we would first have to get the 
job. And this business of 
get- 


ting the job will throw a lot of 
light on a fireman's life. We im- 
agine that getting a job on the 
fire fighting force is just like 
getting a job on the prohibition 
forces. That is, there will be a 
sort of civil service examination 
in which none of the questions 
asked will relate to the work or 
fitness of the man for the post. 


From having visited the fire 


department at least once a day 
for a month or two, we have 
come to the conclusion that the 
city dads (as councilmen 
are 


sometimes effectionately called in 
other places outside of 
Rush- 


ville). would follow this sort of 
ojtline in interrogating a pros- 
pective fireman: 


Questitih No. 1 —Do you play 


euchre? If you do not, then yon 
will make a worthless fireman. If 
you do, your pay as fireman will 
depend upon how good you are 
at the game. A certain number 
of lone hands played during the 
first six months entitles you to a 
$5 raise for the next six months. 
You must be able to meet all 
comers. 
Question No. 2—How 
many, 


hours can you sit in a 
chair 


v.-ithout moving a muscle? 
(a) 


Inside the building next to a 
fire? (b) Outside during spring 
weather? Unless you cian 
sit 


immobile for four hours at a 
stretch you will never make a 
eood fireman. Weather is a great 
factor in this test. Rain or snow 
cuts down on the efficiency on 
outside sitting. 


Question No. 3—Can you drive 


a Ford? This may seem an un- 
reasonable question considering 
the fact that none of the fire 
trucks are Ford machines. But 
v/ho ever heard of a 
fireman 


driving anything but a 
Ford. 


Your reply to this question will 
count for nothing no 
matter 


how it is answered. 


Question No. 4—How is your 


sleep? By this, it is meant, can 
vou sleep all night and then go 
back to bed during the morning 
or afternoon and eet a maximum 
amount of rest. The test here as 
to sleep during the day after a 
oraiet night. Tossing or turning 
ever disqualifies the candidate 
for the post. 


Question No. 5—Do you play 


checkers? This is not compul- 
sory as checkers is considered a 
minor sport to euchre. Good eu- 
chre players are exempted from 
participating in the 
checker 


pames. Many firemen do 
not 


like checkers—it makes 
them 


jump too much. 


These five are the big 
test 


questions to determine the effic- 
iency of a prospective fireman. 
An oral examination is some- 
times held to see if the prospect 
can count high enough to get 
the ward number as they are 
blown from the water 
plant.

The annual meeting of the 
stockholders of 


the Rushville Co-Operative Telephone Company 
Friday night disclosed a most healthy and pros- 
perous condition of the local plant, in which the 
citizens should be proud. 


Aside from the financial condition, the physi- 


cal side of the plant shows a splendid growth,. 
with the ultimate aim always being to provide 
the best of service to the people of Rushville and 
those who are fortunate enough in other sections 
of the county to be a part of the system. 


On January 1, of this year there were 2,511 tel- 


ephones in use. The slight rate increase was ef- 
fective last September for the purpose of provid- 
ing additional revenue with which to purchase 
all new phones and new equipment in order to 
give the people the best that is to be found in au- 
tomatic service. The increase in rates lost only 
78 subscribers, and many of these are now com- 
ing back. 


There looms again danger of the plant being 


sold to outside interests who are always working 
to gain control, and stock holders should study 
the annual report of their company a long time, 
before signing over their stock to anyone, unless 
the entire pool decides to sell. 


The pool is asking $1,500 a share for their 


stock, and every share of stock is worth much 
more than that. There are those today who are 
offering one-half that amount, but a.good busi- 
ness man or woman will hold onto their stock 
and not let it go when it is worth so much more. 


The stockholders should retain their stock for 


their own good, and also for the good of the com- 
munity. When outside interests gain control of 
the plant here, we will neither have good service 
nor can we point with pride to a home institu- 
tion. In addition, whatever service we will have, 
it will prove most costly, as outside interests op- 
erate the plants all over the state for the finan- 
cial end of it, and not for the service that they 
provide. 


This week the president of the Eastern Indiana 


Telephone company of Winchester, announced 
the purchase by his concern of the plant in Cam- 
bridge City, which also includes various rural 
exchanges. This is only probably just a starter 
for higher rates in that community. This same 
company and others are gradually absorbing 
plants all over the state, and unless, the stock- 
holders here hold on to their stock, Rushville will 
awaken some morning and find itself without the 
adequate service that is now enjoyed. 


EDUCATION THROUGH TOYS 


The role played by toys in the earliest educa- 


tion of the child is a most important one. Such 
animals as bears, tigers and elephants are mean- 
ingless words to the small boy until he sees either 
live representatives of the 
species or authentic 


reproductions. The youngest child has swans 
and ducks and fish floating in his bath before he 
.can talk and, as ha grows older, he is able to 
recognize the animals themselves on sight. 


The educational value of toys is recognized by 


educators all over the country. Miss Luella A. 
Palmer, director of kindergartens for the city of 
New York, enthusiastically endorses the use of 
toys in earliest school work and comments on 
their function in the kindergarten training as 
follows: 


"Toys are used in many ways in the present 


day kindergarten and lower grades. The young- 


est children use the toys such as doll or animal 
for active play. When they are a little older, it 
is added to block play to make their story more 
complete. Still later, a toy may be put into a 
sand scene to give an accurate picture of certain 
conditions such as farm life, or it may function 
as a puppet to be manipulated in dramatizing a 
story play." 
, 
It is a wise mother who has an assortment ot 


blown toys on hand with which to illustrate the 
stories that she reads to her little ones. When 
the question, "Mamma, what does a wolf look 
like " arises, a miniature reproduction of the an- 
imal will be far more satisfactory than para- 
graphs of minute description. 


An array of blown toys can embrace all the 


denizens of the forest, the jungle or the farm 
and the reproductions are as true to life as art 
can make them. The child who is brought up 
surrounded by such playthings faces life with a 
larger fund of general knowledge than the one 
who knows the animal world only through vague 
and more or less inaccurate description. 


WOMEN IN BUSINESS TODAY 


The advance of women into positions once con- 


sidered set apart for men is strikingly reflected 
in a bulletin just issued by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion of the U. S. Department of the Interior. 


This bulletin reveals that women are taking an 


increasingly promine* place in the field of 
school administration. In 1916, 24 colleges and 
universities in this country had women presi- 
dents; today there are 57. In 1916 there were 26 
women superintendents of schools, today there 
are more than 40. 


This is one more sign of the new era. More and 


more the question of sex is not raised when an 
-applicant's qualifications for an important posi- 
tion are under consideration. The one question 
is: Is he or she competent?

Highways Exempt from Taxation 
Kditor Republican: 


VFor more " than thirty 
years 


the Tax Laws of Indiana have 
prohibited assessors from 
as- 


sessing for taxation, the 
por- 


tion of the land owners real 
estate occupied by public high- 
ways, railroads, etc. But, as a 
rule, in Rush County, the pro- 
visions ol the above law have- 
been over looked. I have noticed 
in preparing and examining ab- 
stracts of title, that only rare- 
ly1 in Rush County, has the as- 
sessment of farms exempted the 
portion thereof occupied by ad- 
joining highways, but on 
the 


other hand, almost always the 


tax assessment is on the entire 
farm, including 
the highway, 


just as the land is described in 
ihe owners deed. 


In as much a.s there are more 


than eight hundred miles 
of 


public highways in the County, 
averaging 2 rods wide it would 
appear that about three thous- 
and two hundred acres in the 
County, occupied by highways 
ta-e improperly taxed, and, pro- 
bably, in a total sum aggregat- 
ing more than eight thousand 
dollars. 


Real estate is now being as- 


sessed for taxation. Any land 
owner with a highway resting 
on a part of his land can get 
his township assessor to exempt 
his part occupied by highways 
from assessment for taxation.
